It said Egypt opposed the settlements 
because they violated the U .N. charter and 
contradicted the Camp David accords of 
;• 1978. wbdh set the framework for peace in 
the Middle East. 

The statement also said Israel made a ver- 
bal pledge at Camp David that it would sus- 
pend building settlements in the occupied 
territories during peace negotiations.

(R) — An electronics genius with an I.O. 
(intelligence quotient) of 1 67 was sentenced 
to 15 years jail here at the weekend for thefts 
which netted him jewels worth $ 1 35 million. 

After the sentence the detective who 
finally outwitted him told reporters here: “I 
enjoyed working against such a pro. He's a 
superthief. An electronics genius with an I.O. 
of J67. and to top it all, he didn’t believe in 
violence. He never carried a gun." 

During the past seven years, John Mac- 
Clean was responsible for burglaries along 
Ac U.S. eastern seaboard from Maine to the 
Florida keys, police said. 

Detective Arthur McLellan said: “In the 
end 1 think he just stole for the thrill of it. He 
- bad everything ... a helicopter, a seaplane, a 
10 meter offshore racing boa:, luxury cars 
and several homes."

‘ Counter Jewish votin g power ’ 

U.N. adjourns debate 


UNITED NATIONS. April 1 ( AP) - The 
u -N. Security Council at 2:32 p.m. Monday 
adjourned its newly opened debate cm Pales- 
tine without setting a date for the next meet- 
ing. 

The U.N. committee on Palestinian rights 
had asked for the debate in line with a 1 979 
General Assembly resolution calling for 
reconsideration of die council by March 3 1 of 
the committee’s four-year-old plan for a 
PLO- established Palestinian state in the 
Israeli-occupied Gaza Strip and West Bank 
of the Jordan River. The United States vet- 
oed the plan in the council in 1 976. 1 

Committee chairman Falilou Kane of 
Senegal, opening the debate, said, ’“ The 
committee believes that it is high time that 
the Israeli leaders face the facts and recognize 
die national rights of the Palestinians. ” 

Committee reporter Victor Oaud of 
Malta, in evident allusion to the United 
States, charged that “ the internal politics of 
influential countries ” were a drag on “ what 
must urgently be done in the Middle East. " 
He asked, “ Must we wait for another con- 
flagration before we resume our consulta- 
tions ? ” 


In Bahrian Palestine liberation Organiza- 
tion (PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat urged 
the Arabs to counter the Jewish voting power 
in the United States. 

“The power of a handful of Jewish votes in 
the American elections excels all the Arab 
influence, Arab petrol and Arab wealth. This 
cannot go on, the Arab nation must change 
this and we shall," Arafat said in the Qatar 
television interview Monday night. 

Attempts would be made to bury not just 
freeze the Middle East issue for the duration 
of the American elections, be said, adding 
“this situation must change and we can 
change it.” 

Arafat, who arrived in Bahrain Monday 
night after a brief visit to Qatar in course of a 
Gulf tour, said the PLO would not accept a 
“cosmetic’’ version of the Security Council 
Resolution 242. 

“It (the resolution) is a cancer and no one 
can make cancer pretty. We are against the 
242 ... We want a new resolution ... providing 
for our right to return, self-determination 
and set up an independent state on the Pales- 
tinian soil," Arafat said.

Grenade wounds 
Iraqi minister 

BEIRUT. April 1 (R) — Iraqi Deputy 
Prime Minister Tariq Aziz was wounded 
Tuesday in a grenade attack during a public 
meeting at Mustansiriyah University in 
Baghdad, the Iraqi news agency (INA) 
reported. 

The attacker was killed by security forces. 

Aziz a member of the ruling Revolutionary 
Co mman d Council was takeD to the hospital 
but released after treatment for superficial 
injuries, the agency said. 

Besides Aziz a number of students were 
slightly wounded when the attacker, iden- 
tified as Samir Nour Ali, hurled a hand gre- 
nade at them. 

The Iraqi agency monitored in Beirut, said 
Ali was killed immediately by the security 
men. 

The attack was the first reported by Bagh- 
dad against an Iraqi since President Saddam 
Hussein took over the presidency last sum- 
mer. 
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Yamani stresses 
oil conservation

TORONTO, Canada, April 1 (AP) — 
Saudi Arabia’s oil minister told a conference 
of Canadian and United States manufactur- 
ers that conservation begins at home. 

Sheikh Ahmad Zaki Yamani criticized 
wasteful refining methods in consuming 
countries and said oil-producing countries 
are not solely to blame for soaring energy 
costs. 

He chided Western consumers for main- 
taining refining systems that waste two to 
three per cent of their crude input — losses 
amounting to between 400.000 to 600.000 
barrels of oil a day. 

Many existing refinery designs allow pro- 
duction of large quantities of residual fuel oil 
— produced as residue after production of

Diplomatic frontiers open

JEDDAH. April 1 — The visit of South 
Yemen Foreign Minister Salem Saleh 
Muhammad to the Kingdom has aroused 
special interest in Saudi-South Yemeni 
relations. 

South Yemen, a revolutionary country 
since independence from Britain twelve 
years ago. has not bad normal diplomatic 
relations with the Kingdom, although 
both countries maintain charge cf affairs in 
Aden and Jeddah. 

As a supporter of the Popular Front for 
the Liberation of the Occupied Arab Gulf, 
the South Yemen government has lost 
many of its Arab friends in a long guerrilla 
with the O mani authorities.

Saudi Arabia supports bordering North 
Yemen to check alien revolutionary 
ideologies entering Saudi Arabia, a land 
holy to the Islamic faith and to more than 
800 million Muslim followers. 

South Yemen’s close relationship with 
the Soviet Union has contributed to cooler 
links with neighboring countries, who 
either have not established relations with 
Moscow or severed them because of polit- 
ical. or economic disagreements. 

More disturbing to neighboring states is 
Aden's treaty of friendship and mutual 
defense agreement with Moscow, which 
gives the Soviet Union the right to inter- 


vene militarily in the event of an attack on 
South Yemen, or an appeal for assistance 
by that country. 

Governments of the Arabian peninsula 
have historically rejected foreign military 
pacts. This concept was manifest during 
U.S. national security adviser Zbigniew 
BrzezraskTs visit to the region. On the 
other hand Arab governments have 
expressed support for an Iraqi proposal 
calling on Arab states to renounce use of 
force regarding inter- Arab disputes and to 
oppose the presence of foreign troops or 
military bases on Arab soil. 

Though the South Yemeni visit to 
Riyadh may not be related to the Iraqi 
proposal, a “ suitable political climate " in 
Yemeni-Saudi relations can be seen as an 
indication toward potential understanding 
for closer relations. 

King Khalctfs invitation to South 
Yemen President Abdul Fattah Ismail 
announced after the Yemeni foreign 
minister's visit can be viewed within the 
context of the “ favorable political cli- 
mate ” policy of Saudi Arabia. 

Other peninsula states would more than 
welcome Aden's cooperation. 

The press statement issued in Riyadh 
Monday announcing Ismail's invitation, 
revealed that Saudi Arabian and South 
Yemeni views “ were identical on the 
necessity of pursuing common objectives 
of their people and the people of the entire 
Arabian peninsula. ” 


Carter changes arms sale policy 


WASHINGTON. April 1 (WP) — Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter has called off his much- 
touted 3-year-old campaign to reduce sales 
of U.S. weapons to foreign nations by a fixed 
percentage each year. 

Instead of striving to reduce arms sales by 
another 8 per cent in fiscal 1 980 in hopes of 
curbing international trafficking. Carter wfll 
settle for the fiscal 1 979 ceiling. 

That ceiling — which applies to countries 
outside of NATO, Japan, Australia and New 
Zealand — wifi be$ 9.2 billion for fiscal 1 980. 
A State Department spokesman said that the 
new ceiling represents the fiscal 1 979 level of 
$ 8.43 billion adjusted for inflation. 

As a presidential candidate. Carter stres- 
sed the need to restrict the worldwide flow of 
arms. He imposed an 8 per cent reduction in 
non-commerdal arms sales to ceiling coun- 
tries between fiscal 1977 and 1978. He 
ordered another 8 per cent reduction bet- 
ween 1978 and 1979. The cuts were 
achieved, with the fall of the Shah and Iran's 
subsequent cancellation of many arms 
orders, helping bring down die fiscal 1979 
figure. 

Secretary of State Cyrus R. Vance told the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee on 
Thursday that, “in the absence of agreed 
international restraint, we do not plan to 
reduce further the ceiling on our own arms 
transfers.” 

He said that, “while we remained con- 
vinced" international agreements to restrict 
international arms sales “can contribute to a 
safer world, we do not at this time foresee 

Sudan may ban 
Egyptian papers

KHARTOUM, April 1 — Sudan may soon 
prohibit the circulation of Egyptian news- 
papers and magazines following the publica- 
tion of an attack on President Numeiri in 
Cairo. 

Al Ahram daily claimed Numeiri canceled 
bis proposed trip to Egypt after his tour of 
Saudi Arabia. Qatar and the United Arab 
Emirates. Numeiri told an Arabic magazine 
published in Paris that he would not visit 
Egypt now that Israel has an embassy in 
Cairo. 

Another Egyptian newspaper .AlAkhbar, 
attacked Numeiri, without naming him and 
confessed that Egyptian media distorted his 
statements criticizing the Camp David 
accords, because they undermined his image 
in Egypt. 

The majority of Arab League members 
have banned the circulation of Egyptian pub- 
lications in their countries following the 
Egyptian- Israeli peace treaty.

“Asa result of this practice, not only is coal 
inhibited from attaining its fair share of the 
market, but also heavy crude oils are in most 
cases left virtually untapped in their reser- 
voirs.” 

Sheikh Zaki Yamani warned that existing 
oil reserves can support current world pro- 
duction for only 30 years, and governments 
that shield consumers from that reality with 
price subsidies only have their long-term 
interest. 

“The price mechanism has proven to be the 
best tool for promoting conservation, pro- 
vided that customers are not shielded from its 
direct impact by...price-conTTol measures, 
sometimes reinforced by consumption sub- 
sidies. These policies, which are ostensibly 
laid down to protect the consumer, will ulti- 
mately harm his real interests in the long 
term." 

Introduced by former Canadian Energy 
Minister Alistair Gillespie as "the most 
articulate advocate of conservation the world 
has ever known.” Yamani said soaring 
energy prices in the last seven years have 
encouraged conservation. 

As the scarcest energy resource, oil must 
receive priority in conservation practices, 
Yamani said. Gas should be next, he said, 
nothing that sources such as coal, nuclear, 
hydroelectric and unconventional fuels were 
underproduced and must be further 
developed. 

He said coal — which constitutes 60 per 
cent world's fossil fuel resources — proved 
more long-term energy base than oil or gas 
and could support world production for 200 
years.

Welfare society to build hospitals 


RIYADH. April 1 (SPA) — The 
Islamic Welfare Society awarded con- 
tracts totalling SR600 million for the con- 
strued on of three hospitals, official 
sources said. 

The hospitals will be constructed in 
Riyadh. Mecca and Medina. 

.After a meeting of the society' s board of 
trustees, chairman Prince Slaman. said 
that the sites have already been chosen 
and construction will start soon and be 
completed within IS months. He added 
that each hospital will contain 200 beds 
and boarding houses for its staff. 

The board turned over to a group of 
trustees the responsibility for preparing a 
study on how to run the three hospitals 
after construction is completed. 

Prince Salman said the society also 
envisages building more hospitals in other 

areas. Tentative plans call for a series of 
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Prince Salman 


hospitals throughout the Kingdom. He 
added that the exact areas in which the 
hospitals will be constructed will be 
announced after the next meeting of the 
board. In some areas dispensaries will be 
set up soon as a prelude to building a 
hospital. 

The prince said that die board meeting 
was particularly important because it 
approved major amendments to the soci- 
ety's statutes. The amendments will now 
be referred to the Ministry of Labor and 
Social Affairs for ratification. Such 
amendments would best serve the purpose 
of the society, he added. 

In addition, the board discussed other 
welfare projects, which won’t be divulged 
until after the board's next meeting. How- 
ever, the prince said Dr. Fahd Madi has 
been appointed director general of the 
society. The society so far collected 
SR230 million in cash and kind.

Arab League to discuss charter changes 


RIYADH. April 1 (SPA) — The Arab 
League will discuss several proposals to 
amend its charter during its September ses- 
sion. the league's secretary general said 
Tuesday. 

Chedli Al-Klibi said the charter has to be 
developed further to serve Arab interests in 
the light of present circumstances. The 
amendments will be ratified by Arab leaders 
during their forthcoming meeting in Amman. 

On the Euro- Arab dialogue. KJibi said it is 
beneficial to both sides because the Euro- 


peans have a vital stake in the Middle East. 
And as a result, since they need peace in the 
area, the Europeans need to show their sol- 
idarity with the Arabs as well. 

Klibi hailed France's stand! which is based 
both on economic interests and moral con- 
siderations. He also urged the United States 
to modify its stance ar.d not be competely 
biased towards Israel. 

Klibi also said his forthcoming tour's main 
purpose is to conduct consultations on a 
number of topics connected with the preval- 


ent situation and the grievances of the Arab 
world. This is primarily the normalization of 
relations (between Egypt and Israel) to the 
detriment of the Arab group. 

He said the Arabs' main goal is that die 
effect of the Egyptian regime boycott does 
not harm “ the brotherly people of Egypt who 
have to remain consolidated to the Arab 
world.” Klibi called for an urgent Arab drive 
to prevent African countries from giving up 
to Zionist pressures for a resumption of rela- 
tions with Israel. 


Machines destined for agriculture sector 

4,000 engines ordered for Saudi Arabia

RIYADH. April 1 — The largest single 
order for Lister diesel engines to come out of 
Saudi Arabia for many yeajs, has been placed 
with the company's Cinderford, Gloucester- 
shire. factory’. Over the next nine months 
about 4.000 diesel engines worth approxi- 
mately £ 3 million, are to be built, a company 
spokesman said Tuesday. 

The order was placed by Sheikh Abdul 


Salem Tayeb, head of Commercial Business 
Establishment of Riyadh, Saudi Arabia, 
while he was in London for the opening of his 
company's new freight forwarding depot. 
CBE distribute Lister products throughout 
the Central Province of the Kingdom. 

This is the second order from CBE in less 
than a month for diesel engines produced by 
R.A. Lister & Co Ltd., a Hawker Siddeley 
company. The first was an £ 860.000 order 


for 170 larger capacity engines required for 
deep well water pumping. 

The engines are destined for the Saudi 
agriculture market where they will be used to 
drive centrifugal turbine pumps for irriga- 
tion. The order confirms the continuing 
popularity of Lister engines in this Middle 
East market where reliability is of vital 
importance for irrigating areas which experi- 
ence extreme temperature conditions.

■ his Defense Minister Hissene Habre, accord- 
ing to reports reaching Paris. 

Despite a week and a half of savage fight- 
, fug, the situation on the ground appears to 

- ’’ have changed little with GoukounT s forces 
- ' firmly dog ® throughout the northern, 

administrative part of the capital and Habre’ s 
’ men entrenched in the south. 

A planned meeting Monday between 
delegations from both sides never took place 
. and telephone contacts between the rival 

forces have stopped, the French news agency 
' Agence France-Presse reported. 

Accurate casualty counts were impossible 
to compile, but thousands of persons, includ- 
ing many civilians, have been treated by the 
"■ 1 . Red Cross or at the French military base near 
the airport in the north era part of the capital. 


The French maintain a 1,100-man 
expeditionary force in Chad, but it js under 
strict orders to remain out of the conflict. 

Tens of thousands of civilians have crossed 
the Chari River in neighboring Cameroon 
and thousands of others have led into the 
Chadian bush. ;

Somalia warns of refugee tragedy 


NAIROBI. .April 1 (OFNS) — Somalia 
is struggling to cope with more than one 
million refugees as fighting continues to 
drive out civilians from the Ogaden bor- 
der desert disputed by the Somalis and 
Ethiopians. 

In addition to 634,000 refugees offi- 
cially stated to be sheltering in 24 special 
camps, the Somali government says that 
about as many again have found refuge 
1 with relatives in Somalia. 

Almost all those who have fled from 
Ethiopia are ethnic Somalis but most have 
lived all their lives under Ethiopian rale in 
the Ogaden. More are pouring in each 
day. 

Relief officials, battling with the 
enormous problem in this drought- 
stricken country which does not have 
enough food to feed its own four million 
people, say that unless international aid is 
given on a massive scale they foresee a 
j ’’ Kampuchea- type catastrophe. ” ■ 

Almost all the refugees are women and 
children. The death rate among under- 10s 
is double that of adults because of serious 
epidemics of measles, typhoid and dysen- 
tery. Tuberculosis is taking a heavy toll of 
the old. 

Most camps have no drugs and vaccina- 
tion progr ams are virtually nonexistent, 
each inmate is rationed to half a liter of 
water daily. One United Nations official 
helping the refugees said : ” One out of 
every four people in Somalia is a refugee. 
Imagine the United States, rich as it is. 


having to cope with 50 million refugees — 
that’ s the same proportion as here. ” 

The situation has steadily got worse 
since the actual Ogaden war ended early 
last year. Thousands of Somali civilians 
who had lived for years in the Ogaden fled 
ahead of the victorious Ethiopians. They 
were afraid they would be killed or tor- 
tured in revenge for the abortive Somali 
invasion. 

The trouble subsided for a while, but 
the Western Somali Liberation Front, 
which claims most of the Ogaden from 
Ethiopia, refused to accept defeat and 
regrouped for guerrilla operations. In 
recent weeks the Ethiopians launched a 
new offensive to crush the guerrillas, using 
jet aircraft to bomb villages including 
some inside the Somali republic. 

UN. agencies estimate that $ 140 mfl- 
lion is needed in aid and about 160,000 
tons of food, if tragedy is to be averted. So 
far the Americans have sent most help, 
followed by the European Economic 
Community, Sweden and the World Food 
Program. 

One of the biggest problems feeing the 
government is that a number of African 
countries are lukewarm over the crisis. 

So the Somalis are looking to Western 
nations, especially the United States, for 
urgent help now that they have placed 
themselves firmly in the anti- Co mm u ni st 
camp after expelling their Russian milit- 
ary advisers and rejecting Soviet mi l it ary 
aid.

Chadli briefs Assad on Arab tour 


DAMASCUS, April 1 (Agencies) — 
Algerian President Chadli Benjedid had talks 
with Syrian President Hafez Assad when he 
stopped over here Tuesday. 

Chadli was scheduled to stop in Tripoli, for 
talks with Libyan leader Muammar Oaddafi 
when he left Kuwait earlier in the day. 

But Syrian official sources said he decided 
to break his journey to brief Assad on the 
outcome of his talks with Arab leaders and to 
be informed of the progress of Syrian efforts 
to convene a summit conference here later in 
the month of Arab states opposed to the 


Egyptian-lsraeli peace. 

Tbc sources said Chadli is also anxious to 
act as a mediator to reconcile Yasser Arafat, 
chairman of the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization. and Oaddafi. who quarreled bitterly 
last year over tactics. 

Chadli embarked on his first oveiseas tour 
since his election last year to discuss the latest 
Middle East developments and other interna- 
tional developments with Arab leaders. 

His tour included Syria. Jordan, Saudi 
.Arabia. North and South Yemen, the United 
Arab Emirates. Qatar, Bahrain and Kuwait 


League plans action against Egypt 


KUWAIT, April 1 (R) — The Arab 
League has decided to take legal action 
against Egypt for freezing about $ 50 million 
of the league’s money held in Egyptian 
banks, Kuwaiti Foreign Ministry officials said 
Monday. 

The officials said the council of the 22- state 
league had instructed its secretary general. 


Chedli Klibi. to take action in the Egyptian 
courts after consulting the Arab Union of 
Lawyers. 

Egypt froze the league’s bank accounts last 
year after Arab states moved the organiza- 
tion’s headquarters from Cairo to Tunis in 
retaliation for Egypt signing a peace treaty 
with Israel, the officials said. 


Kuwait opposes intervention in Gulf 


ALGIERS, April 1 (APj — Sheikh Saad 
Abdullah Al Sabah, crown prince and prime 
minister of Kuwait, has said that his country is 
opposed “to all foreign intervention in the 
Gulf no matter what its origin.” 

In an interview with Algiers' daily El Moud - 
jahid Monday. Sabah said responsibility for 


security in the region “must be assumed by 
the states in this region which must stay out of 
conflicts between the big powers." 

On the Palestinian question, Sabah said 
Europe could "play a larger role in finding a 
just and global solution to the Mideast prob- 
lem.” 


Morocco, Spain extend fishing pact 


RABAT. April 1 (R) — Spain and 
Morocco have agreed to extend for three 
months their fishing agreement which 
expired Monday pending negotiations on 
wider cooperation, officials said here Tues- 
day. 

They said the agreement was reached at a 
meeting here Monday between Robles 


Piquer. Spanish secretary of state for foreign 
affairs, and Moroccan Commerce and Indus- 
try Minister Azzeddine Guessous. 

The extension followed the failure of talks 
in Madrid in the last two weeks to produce an 
overall agreement on various aspects of 
economic cooperation, the officials said.

LUSAKA, Zambia April I ( AP] — Zam- 
bian President Kenneth Kaunda denied 
Tuesday that the heads of black African 
states meeting here were forming an 
economic grouping "purely" to work against 
white-ruled South Africa. 

Kaunda said. "Some people have tended to 
think that we are forming this economic 
grouping purely to face South Africa... 

"In our view, this regional grouping is 
being established despite and not because of 
South Africa and her concept of a regional 
constellation of stales." 

Nine African countries — Angola, Bots- 
wana. Mozambique. Tanzania. Zambia. 
Malawi. Swaziland. Lesotho and Rhodesia 
(Zimbabwe/ — were to be represented and 
planned to sign a declaration of trade policy 
aimed at "economic liberation" in southern 
Africa. 

The aim of the agreement apparently was 
to make Lesotho. Malawi and Tanzania in 
particular less dependent upon South Africa 
and less vulnerable to South African calls for 
a "constellation' of southern African states. 

The agreement envisages the improvement

oi trade transport and communications 
among the nine states. 

"Our task is to link up our economies in 
order to strengthen ourselves." Kaunda said. 
“This is important in the strategy for self- 
defense against possible attempt by South 


Africa to undermine the independence of 
various countries in the region." 

Also attending the meeting was Robert 
Mugabe, former guerrilla leader and now 
prime minister of Zimbabwe. Rhodesia offi- 
cially becomes Zimbabwe on April 1 8, after a 
seven-year war costing 22.000 lives that 
ended with a British -sponsored peace 
agreement followed by elections. 

Kaunda said the economic success of the 
countries represented at the summit will have 
an "epoch- making impact within South 
Africa and will certainly deal a mortal blow to 
the policy of apartheid." 

He added that with the independence of 
Zimbabwe, the independence of Namibia 
"cannot be too far off, despite the many polit- 
ical road-block South Africa is putting in the 
way. 

"Namibia will be free, and will in the not 
too distant future take her place in the sum- 
mits for economic reconstruction of our reg- 
ion. In this context, we warmly welcome 
SWAPO President Sam Nujoma and pledge 
our continued support for Namibia's inde- 
pendence." 


In response to Soviet moves 


$lb set for Indian Ocean defense 


WASHINGTON. April U AP) — Because 
of the Soviet occupation of Afghanistan the 
U.S. Defense Department expects to spend 
an additional $1 billion during the next 18 
months to maintain and strengthen U.S. 
military might in the Indian Ocean. 

Defense officials said Monday the money is 
one of the main components of a request to 
increase Pentagon spending by $5.2 billion 
during the current fiscal year and is fiscal 
1981. The rest of the 1981 budget is being 
trimmed to bring it into balance. 

These officials, who asked to remian 
anonymous, said most of the $5.2 billion will 
go to meet soaring fuel costs to operate 
planes, ships, tanks and otehr equipment. 
The figure includes $2.3 billion in the current 
fiscal yea rand $2. 9 billion more id fiscal 1981 


than had been proposed by U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter last January. 

If the requests are approved by Congress, 
total defense spending would be boosted to 
$130-8 billion in the current fiscal year and 
$147 billion in the 1981 fiscal year, starting 
Oct. 1. 

The officials stressed the Russian move 
into Afghanistan and resulting U.S. concern 
about possible Soviet expansion into the Gulf 
has caused unanticipated spending to main- 
tain aircraft carriers and other fleet units ia 
the Indian Ocean and Arabian Sea and to 
speed preparations for a "rapid deployment 
force" of troops into the area, if needed. 

The official said present plans call for 
operating two aircraft carrier battle groups in 


the Indian Ocean full time until the 

end of this year. That will be reduced to one 
carrier group next year if conditions permit. 

At the same time, ships will be chartered 
ships to form a floating supply base, probably 
at the British-owned island of Diego Garcia. 
Such a seven-ship group of cargo vessels and 
tankers is due to move into the Indian Ocean 
this summer. 

Officials said part of the increased spend- 
ing will go for chartering and operating the 
ships, as well as providing the equipment that 
will go into their holds. This equipment 
would support a 10,000-man marine brigade 
and several air force fighter squadrons if they 
were called od to fly missions around the 
Indian Ocean in a crisis.

Blasts shatter calm in Salvador 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador. April 1 
( AP) — A spate of nighttime bombings in a 
wealthy section of San Salvador broke nearly 
36 hours of tense quiet that followed last 
weekend's bloodbath in this city's main 
square. 

Authorities said eight bombs went off in 
the northeastern residential neighborhood of 
Colombia Escalon, but most appeared aimed 
at businesses. Residents said they heard as 
many as 16 explosions. 

There were no immediate reports of 
injuries or the extent of damage. Two 
armored personnel carriers were seen rumbl- 
ing toward the neighborhood shortly after the 
bombings late Monday night, and then leav- 
ing shortly after midnight. 


Armed leftists and rightists in this tiny Cen- 
tral American republic have launched a wave 
of terrorism against the ruling military- 
civilian junta, which is trying to implement 
(and reforms and tank nationalization on the 
one hand while cracking down on leftists in 
the countryside on the other.

Police nab 30 in hunt for Welsh bombers 


LONDON, April I ( AP) — Police believe 
they have broken the back of an underground 
organization behind a firebombing campaign 
against English-own edhouses in the econom- 
ically depressed Welsh Valleys. 

Some 400 police officers Sunday arrested 
more than 30 suspected extremists in pre- 
dawn raids across the ancient Celtic principal- 
ity. It was one of the biggest police operations 
in Wales. 

More than 30 English-owned properties 
have been burned out since Dec. 13 against a 


backdrop of rising economic and political dis- 
* content in Wales. 

Authorities fear the burnings were 
designed to whip up nationalist passions 
among increasingly grumbling Welsmen who 
face a dismal future on the dole. 

Police have shrouded the roundup in sec- 
recy, rousing protests from lawyers by hold- 
ing suspects incommunicado even from legal 
aid Detective Chief Supt Pat Malloy said 
“these decisions" came from “the highest 
leveL" 


Among those rounded up were four lead- 
ing members of Plaid Cymru, the Welsh 
nationalist party. The others included school- 
teachers, a college lecturer, a publisher, a 
former labor union official and a farmer. 

Some have been released, but police 
sources said up to 15 suspected militants will 
likely be charged. 

The Daily Mail tabloid reported detectives 
discovered a bomb factory m a remote moun- 
tain farmhouse after a suspect told police 
about it. Police declined comment.

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Allies disappoint Vance 

Swiss riders boycott games 


GENEVA, April 1 (R) — Switzerland’s 
equestrian team, including world and 
Olympic dressage champion Christine Stuec- 
kelberger will boycott the Olympic games in 
Moscow in July because of Soviet disregard 
for human rights, it was announced Tuesday. 

The boycott decision, announced by the 
Swiss Equestrian Federation was the first by 
any Swiss sporting body. 

The Swiss National Olympic Committee 
learned of the planned boycott by letter. It is 
due to decide on May 10 whether to accept a 
Moscow games invitation on behalf on Swiss 
sportsmen and women. 

The equestrian federation's governing 
body dead ed by ma jority not to participate at 
Moscow after Miss Stuecke berger herself 
and several other riders had spoken last 
January in favor of a boycott. 

In this letter, made public Tuesday, the 
federation said Soviet treatment of dissident 
Professor Andrei Sakharov was part of Mos- 
cow's disregard for human rights and per- 
sonal freedom. 

The federation said it would accept separa- 
tion of sport from politics only as long as 
politics did not infringe on fundamental civic 
rights in a free society. 

The federation argued that the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee (IOC) had taken 
political decisions when expelling South 
Africa from the Olympic movement, and 
obliging Nationalist China to change the

name of its team, thus contradicting its own 
aim of keeping sport distinct from politics. 

Meanwhile. U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance says that Washington is disappointed 
by its allies' response to President Jimmy 
Carter’s call for a boycott of the Moscow 
Olympics. 

“I think it is unfortunate that there seems 
to be a lack of clarity among our allies as to 
what their position will be," Vance said in a 
French television interview broadcast Mon- 
day. 

The Olympic boycott — proposed by Car- 
ter in reprisal for Soviet military intervention 
in Afghanistan — came under criticism from 
an unexpected quarter Monday. 

Ronald Reagan, the right-wing Republi- 
can who leads the field to challenge Carterfor 
the presidency in November, said it looked as 
though the United States would be the only 
major country to stay away from the Moscow 
games. 

Reagan said that he still supported the 
boycott personally, but it was not working 
and U.S. athletes should be allowed to com- 
pete if they wanted to. 

As things stand he said “the Russian peo- 
ple will think the United States is not rep- 
resented because it doesn't want to be 
beaten,” he said. 

Forty governments have backed Carter's 
boycott call.

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GAINING TIME 


Will Carter's proposed meetings with Sadat and Begin do 
anything to advance the cause of the stalled “Palestinian 
autonomy 5 ' talks between Israel and Egypt? Whatever the 
answer, and a great deal hangs thereby, it is dear that Carter, 
presidential elections or no presidential elections, feels that 
the situation has reached such a stage that he could no longer 
sit back and do nothing. 

That things are going very badly for the Camp David side is 
no longer in question. President Sadat has been reported to 
fear a grave threat to his regime if Israel sticks to its intransig- 
ence and blatant expansionsim. The Americans have been 
told dearly by representatives of the Arab and Islamic states 
that the U.S. stands to lose all its friends unless it puts a stop to 
Israers progressive absorption of the occupied territories. 
Crown Prince Fahd was reported to have addressed a 
strongly-worded letter to Carter declaring that his govern- 
ment could no longer tolerate the dangerous drift in the Mid- 
dle East problem. 

But Carter, although feeling that he has to act, is in fact 
powerless to do anything. The real problem, and this is some- 
thing he realizes very well, is that of arriving at a convincing 
solution to the problem of the Palestinian people. But Begin is 
resolutely set against this. His dedared intention is the absorp- 
tion of the occupied territories and the denial of all rights to 
their inhabitants. He has allies strong enough within the 
United States, as Carter learned to his cost, to block any 
American move in this direction. Certainly, the story specta- 
te of the U.S. president apologizing and trying to backtrack 
on an American vote in the United Nations against Israel 
inspires no confidence in his ability to make Begin suffidently 
accommodating for the “autonomy” talks to make progress. 

If the meetings in Washington are foredoomed, why then 
are they to take place? The answer is also clear. It is merely to 
gain time. To keep the moribund “peace process” ticking 
over. To delay the moment when the U.S. along with its allies 
ui the Camp David approach, will have to admit the bank- 
ruptcy of their formula. 


ARAB-IRANIAN RELATIONS 


Some views attributed to Iranian President Abolbassan 
Bani-Sadr have been the center of continuing argument. The 
Iranian president was quoted as saying in an interview that the 
Gulf states have only a sham independence, and that they are 
in reality subservient to the United States. 

Aside from the retractions and “amplifications” which later 
came out from Tehran, such talk is at the moment not untypi- 
cal of ruling Iranian circles. And it is symptomatic of the 
unease that still characterizes the relations- between Iran and 
the Arab world, despite all the expectations of improvement 
after the Iranian revolution. 

Our concern is not to judge which side bears the responsibii- 
ity for this state of affairs, nor even, in pursuit of a self 
righteous notion of objectivity, put the view that both are 
equally responsible . It is rather to say that it is time that both 
parties gave serious thought to ways of improving the relations 
between them. No one gains from the present tensions except 
the common enemy. 

The Iranian side has its own list of grievances, which it has 
aired often enough. From the Arab point of view, the constant 
barrage of criticism and insult, against the Gulf states spe- 
cially, constitutes a direct interference in the internal affairs of 
these states. They certainly need no imperious directives on 
how to conduct their internal and external affairs. It was 
thought that talk of this kind would cease with the demise of 
the regime of the Shah. But, unfortunately it has not. 

Those states are capable to pay the new Iranian regime in 
kind, but they have refrained from doing so. They do not think 
that it is either in their or Iran’s interests to allow the situation 
to develop in such an unfortunate direction. The area needs all 
the stability it can get — there are enough outsiders trying to 
destabilize it in any way. 

The Arab states, especially the Gulf ones, are pinning great 
hopes on the moderation and wisdom of Bani-Sadr. They view 
with sympathy his efforts to stabilize his country and concen- 
trate the reigns of power in the hands of the duly constituted 
authorities. He will Fmd, when he accomplishes his aims, that 
the Arab world, and the Gulf states specially, more than 
willing to meet him halfway. 
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Chinese bid to rally anti-Soviet support

SINGAPORE — 

Peking has been making a determined diplomatic 
bid to rally suppo-^ against the .Soviet 
Union and its ambitious Vietnamese allies. 

But Asian neighbors waxy of being trapped in a 
battle of giants have responded with denunciations 
rather than deeds. 

Last month a Chinese military delegation was in 
Pakistan, a deputy foreign minister in Tokyo, a 
second had arrived in Washington, and Foreign 
Minister Huang Hua was flying to Bangkok and 
Hong Kong after visiting Manila, Kuala Lumpur 
and Singapore. 

The Chinese insist that Russia's long-term 
strategy is to choke oil supplies to West and East 
alike by thrusting south to the Gulf and squeezing 
the neti of the Far Eastern “dumbbell" , the narrow 
strait of Malacca between the Indian and Pacific 
Oceans. 

The proof of Moscow’s malevolent urge for world 
hegemony, China's envoys stress, lies in the seizure 
of Afghanistan and Cambodia, and if the rot is to be 
stopped, the invaders must be forced to pull their> 
troops out of both. 

The Chinese have been given an uneven wel- 
come. Pushed closer to the U.S. by the aggressive 
conduct of Kremlin “hegemonistsT, the Japanese 
have condemned the rape of Afghanistan and sus- 
pended aid to Kabul and Hanoi. 


But they have emphasized that they will not be 
drawn into a Washington- Pelting-Tokyo axis, not 
will they help the Chinese to rearm. 

They are uncomfortably aware of the formidable 
Soviet military presence at their end of the “dumb- 
bell”, and that if the Russians cut the long tanker 
trail from the Gulf to Japan, they could lose up to 90 
per cent of their oil supplies. 

The Americans, on the other band, have marked 
the visit of Vice-Minister Zheng Wenjin to 
Washington by sanctioning the sale to China of 
military equipment, including helicopters and 
military transports, have reviewd with him the 
■‘independent and parallel" steps their countries 
are taking to obstruct Russo- Vietnamese “expan- 
sionism.” 

But worried officials of ASEAN (the Association 
of South-East Asian Nations that embraces Thai- 
land, Malaysia, Singapore, Indonesia and the 
Philippines) suspect that this means the U.S. mail 
leave it to China to confront the Vietnamese (and 
Russians) in this comer of the battlefield. And they 
do not forget that the Chinese have their own dubi- 
ous Marxist- Leninist motives. ' 

At first glanoe, Huang Hua's claim that the Chin- 
ese “think like ASEAN” seems justified. Earlier 
last month ajoint 14- nation communique issued by 
ASEAN and the European Economic Community 
bluntly condemned the invasions of Afghanistan 
and Cambodia as an “open violation of interna-

tional law” and, like the Chinese, demanded that 
the UlN. resolutions against Moscow and Hanoi be 
honored. 

At the same time Sinnathamby Rajaratnam, fore- 
ign minister of Singapore, appeared to go much 
further toward echoing Peking’s aspirations when 
he also urged that the “rebels” in both of the stric- 
ken countries be given every form of assistance, 
including weapons. 

Two days before, however, he had said “if one 
superpower asserts a military presence, there must 
be another to counter-balance it,” and it became 
evident that he was not seconding China, but appe- 
aling to an alternative source of arms — the U.S. 

The Chinese say they are slipping guns to about 
30,000 Khmer Rouge, who are now split up into 
small guerrilla groups to fight what Peking sees as 
the first phase of a classic war of libration that may 
last from three to five years. 

Dismissing any hope of an early political settle- 
ment as a pipedream. Huang Hua stressed here 
recently that China will continue to supply the 
Khmer Rouge indefinitely. He has left ASEAN 
leaders with a strong impression that the Chinese 
want to help the Khmer Rouge bleed the Vietnam- 
ese white, while they themselves pin down Hanoi's 
crack troops in North Vietnam with die threat of a 
“second lesson” — a Chinese push into Tongking or 
Laos. 

Peking’s object is not an early peace, but a prot- 
racted war that will end only when both the puppet

NEW DELHI — 

Moves being made by officials loyal to Mrs. 
Indira Gandhi against the Indian Express news- 
paper have sent ripples of fear through all Indian 
papers. They believe it is the opening shot in a new 
campaign to tell the press to behave itself. 

The Express is the largest newspaper group in 
India with sales of more than 1 2. million copies a 
day. Mdre to the point, the paper was nearly 
squeezed out of existence during the emergency 
from 1975 to 1977 because of its opposition to 
Gandhf S methods of rule. 

During the recent election campaign the Express 
reaffirmed its anti-Gandhi stand, with one banner 
headline dedaring: “Democracy or Dictatorship". 

On thelsurface the present dispute is a matter of 
somewhat intricate regulations governing the new 
building the Express is putting up in Delhi. But the 
vehemence of the campaign has caused the news- 
paper to plead that its fundamental rights are being 
threatened. 

One oddity was that the attack opened on a 
Saturday afternoon in the form of a press confer- 
ence called by the lieutenant p M-raor of Delhi. He 
declared that the newspaper bad breached building 
regulations and threatened to demolish the build- 
ing. The press conference was broadcast on state 


radio. He also announced the setting up of .. 
three-man inquiry tqam to report within three days 
and ordered work oh the building to stop. 

By the crawling stindards of the Indian bureauc- 
racy, this was a campaign with a venegeance. 

The Express itself had no doubts about the 
motives: “The fact* in the case are so dear, the 
allegations made are so flimsy and the manner in 
which the case has been built up in the public mind 
is so blatant that onfe cannot but conclude that the 
actions have no other purpose other than as a 
reprisal against die Indian Express for its indepen- 
dent and objective .stand.” 

It added that the newspaper was being harassed 
as a device for warning the press in general that 
should it step out of line it would be “disciplined 
with the greatest severity.” 

Perhaps the most interesting feature is that the 
Indian Express is highly vulnerable financially. 
Proprietor Ram Nah Goenka is heavily overdrawn. 
Under the previous Janata government, which he 
favored, the banks treated him generously. Now 
they arenervously trying to recover some of the 
outstanding loans. 

Another similarity is that when she was last in 
power Mrs. Gandhi used the financial squeeze 
against Goenka. Then as now his papers continue to 
be the most vociferous critic of some of the new 
government’s activities.— (OFNS) 


Rome declares war on terrorists

ROME — 

Rome’s four million citizens are being asked by 
their Communist mayor, Luigi Petxoselli, to sign a 
monster petition against the growing terrorist 
menace. Public opinion has been severely shaken 
by the two latest terrorist killings — that of a high- 
ranking member of the judiciary and an 18-y ear- 
old student murdered in front of his parents. 

To judge by the petition, one migh t conclude that 
tiie Dark Ages have returned to threaten Roman 
civilization. The mayor's appeal reads: “Enough 
blood! Long live civilization! Down with barbarity! 
The challenge of terrorism and violence against the 
republic and civil society is assuming ever more 
barbarous aspects." 

Signatures are being canvassed in the schools, in 
the markets, among shopkeers, in military barracks, 
at tables set up in the streets, and the petition will be 
sent to President Pertini, who has himslef strongly 
attacked the dangers to the Italian state presented 
by what is called here “the armed party”. 

According to statistics collected and published by 
the Communist Party daily Unite. Rome suffered an 
average of three terrorist attacks every day of last 
year — more than any other dty in Italy and almost 
half the total number of terrorist attacks reported 
over the whole country. The number of terrorist 
incidents in Rome has doubled over the past two 
years and 14 people were killed in terrorist 
ambushes in the city last year. 

The latest attack was on one of Rome's best- 
known bars and meeting places — Rosatf s in the 


Piazza del Popolo. The bar was seriously damaged 
by a time-bomb. No one was injured. 

The murder of 18-year-old Valerio Verbano last 
month was particularly cold-blooded. Three 
masked teiTonsts'broke into the fiat where he lived 
with his parents, tied up his mother and father and 
then waited to shoot him in the back as he came 
home from school. 

Valerio was a left-winger and his “execution” 
was cl a i m ed by a right-wing political group, but the 
labels used by the dozens of urban guerrilla organ- 
izations now active in Italy are confusing and police 
believe the Red Brigades, for example, deliberately 
use different revolutionary sounding names in their 
communiques to put investigators off the track. 

A daring bank robbery last month from a branch 
inside one of the ministries in Rome highlighted the 
way crime is used to finance terrorism. This particu- 
lar gang got away with the equivalent of $ 700,000 
in banknotes for the funds of the Red Brigades. 
Police estimate the terrorists need at least $ 12 
million a year to fund their activities and pay the 
hundreds of urban guerrillas living clandestinely in 
the big cities.

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The draining of America’ s bloodlines

THURMONT, Maryland — In a small 

hdding stafl of the auction bam of this small 

country town, a young girl and her parents 
clustered anxiously around a stocky chestnut 
pony they hoped to buy. Hours later, they 
went home disappointed — forced out when 
the bidding soared beyond their means. 

The family s pain would have been sharper 
if they had realized who the successful bidder 
was. 

Worldwide inflation, especially higher 
prices for beet the declining value of the 
dollar overseas, different tastes for foods in 
foreign countries and new shipp ing techni- 
ques have all combined to create a surging 
demand for U.S. horsemeat in the foodstores 
of Europe and Japan. As a result, in sale 
barns and auction lots all across die nation 

meat buyers have become formidable but 
little-noticed competitors for horses and 
ponies. 

It wassucb a dealer that bought the pony at 
Thurmont for $4 50. 

“Until recently,. about $250 was the run- 
of-the-mill price for a child's riding horse,” 
says George Cardinet, legislative chairman of 
the California State Horseman’s Association. 
“Today, these a nim als are just so much 
meat.” 

The trend has placed increasing strain on 
the U.S. horse population. It has also stirred 
concern about the sometimes inhumane 
treatment of horses bound for slaughter and 
has tinned horse rustling into big business 
and a burgeoning crime that has even bebun 
to threaten the paddocks of thoroughbreds. 

Iti 1979, according to the Department of 
Agriculture, the United States exported 
111,297,924 pounds of fresh horsemeat, a 
slight drop from the 116,735,918 pounds 
exported the previous year but a dramatic 
increase from the 6,750,000 pounds 
exported in 1972. 

Of the 1979 total, 36,608,61 9 pounds went 
to France, 35.713,000 pounds were shipped 
to Belgium, 24395,991 pounds to the 
Netherlands, and 4,909.795 pounds to 
Japan. Smaller amounts went to such coun- 
tries as Switzerland, Italy, West Germany, 
Argentina, Mexico and the West Indies. 

While such commerce generally violates 
neither federal nor local laws, it is sharply at 
odds with some of this country s oldest and 
most cherished traditions: the dose, often 
romantic and affectionate bonds between 
horse and rider. 

Statues in parks and on main streets across 
the country attest to the vital role that the 
horse played in the development of the West, 
and in the country s heritage, its traditions 
and folklore. 

Today, Americans tend to see the horse in 
terms of Charles Russell paintings and 
braizes of bucking broncos or in visions of 
John Wayne sitting tall in the saddle. Lib- 
raries are filled with tattered copies of child- 
hood classics like Black Beauty and National 
Velvet. Nearly everyone in the country can 
name the owners of Trigger and Silver. And 
the movie “Blade Stallion,” about the emo- 


tional bond between a boy and a horse, draws 
enthusiastic audiences of adults' as well as 
children. 

From the early days of the westward 
movement, when man needed his horse to 
survive, “there has always been this stro ng 
feeling that tire horse is one of the family," 
says author and western expert Louis 
Lamour. “If s almost an instinctive thing, and 
it has gone down from father to son and from 
father to daughter.” 

Such a relationship, Lamour says, never 
developed in Europe; chiefly because dis- 
tances were shorter and the horse was less 


his mother malting him and his sister eat a 
rare horsemeat steak every Thursday for its 
nutritive value.

And Tierney argues that he and other meat 
dealers must contend with serious problems. 
The U.S. grain embargo against the Soviet 
Union, for example, has forced cattle to come 
to sale earlier, putting an excess of beef of the 
market in places like Switzerland to compete 
with horsemeat sales. 

In addition, packers say the declining value 
of the dollar makes it harder for them to 
compete with countries with cheaper labor, 
such as Argentina. 

And there are other seasonal factors at 
home to contend with.

tempered, untrainable horses, others believe 
the soaring demand for horsemeat has temp- 
ted meat dealers to look at better animals. 

“They aren’t just taking the old, the halt 
and the lame,” says Joan Blue, president of 
the American Horse Protection Association.

Umtl 1977 horses were shipped live to 
Europe by sea, but the inhumane conditions ■ 
in which they were kept, and the sad shape in 
which many arrived. Prompted Congress to 
pass legislation to bar shipping slaughter- 
bound horses by sea. As a result, most U.S. 
dealers work through packing plants in this 
country and use new quick- drilling and 
refrigerating techniques to ship fresh horse- 
meat abroad. 

Owners of the 20 federally inspected 
horse-packing plants in 15 states insist that 
they are in the legitimate business of killing 
animals that are no longer young, useful or 
wanted. 

“What we? re doing is really recycling ani- 
mals,” said Tim Tierney, office manager for a 
packing company which slaughters about 

40.000 horses annuall y for human consump- 



“ At this time of the year, there are a lot of 
people at auctions looking for horses for 
summer camps,” according to Tierney. 
“Well, they don't keep those horses. There’s 
a different batch of horses every year. At the 
end of each season they go to auction,” and 
many axe bought by packers. 

According to the American Horse Council, 
the nation s horse population is estimated at 
eight million. “ We haven’t seen much 


increase in that population in recent years. ’’ 
said Mike Nolan, a council official. “ We 
believe it’s stable." 

California leads the states with 825,000 
horses, followed by Texas with 795.000 
horses, Illinois with 305,000 and Kentucky 
with 210 , 000 . 

A growing number of people in the horse 
business arc worried that the increased fore- 
ign demand for horsemeat will eventually 
reduce the U.S. horse population, eliminate 
some good blood lines, and force less 
scrupulous people to turn more to illegal 
ways of procuring horses, by slipping more 
animals quietly and quickly through auction 
houses without proper papers. 

Figures are not compiled, which makes the 
problem hard to document, but talks with 
horse groups, horse owners and state and 
local agriculture and police department offi- 
cials around the country reveal that horse 
rustling is on the rise. Once a sporadic nuis- 
ance, it is now a constant problem. 

Increasingly there are reports of horses sto- 
len from riding stables and corrals, from open 
pastures and rangelands. Rustlers have led 
horses away on foot, loaded them on trailers 
in fields, and knocked down fences and 
chased many horses into the hills to make the 
animals' owners think they have merely 
broken loose. 

“ Two weeks later, the owner figures out 
he’s been had and by that time some French- 
man has the horse in the oven. " said Sgl. Bill 
Bacon of the livestock detail of the Los 
Angeles County Sheriffs Department. 

In Los Angeles Country, which has 

120,000 horses. Bacon says he has at least 
three to four reports a month of missing 
horses. He figures his recovery rate is about 
30 per cent. 

" We've got the dawn freeway system, 
which doesn’t help,” Bacon said. " Within 
five to 10 minutes anywhere in the County 
someone can be on the freeway. ” 

California used to have one horse-packing 
plant, but it went out of business, so horses 
from within the state usually go to slaughter 
in nearby states such as Arizona and 
Washington. 

“ A horse stolen in L.A. tonight can be at 
the packing plant in Phoenix tomorrow." 
said the American Horse Councils Nolan. 

Sgt. Bacon said recovery of many stolen 
horses is made more difficult by the fact that 
many people can't identify their own animals. 
To help in the Los Angeles area, the Sheriffs 
Department has printed a special identifica- 
tion form for horse owners to fill out and keep 
on file with the Department. Bacon also 
maintains a close working relationship with 
authorities in nearby states. 

Many people who have horses stolen never 
see them again. One who was fortunate was 
Marta Force, of Greensboro. North Carolina 
but it was only her quick thinking, 80 in 
phone calls, and speedy action that made 
recovery of her hone ** JB ” posable. 


Force had read enough about the growing 
horsemeat market to begin immediately 
checking the dates of upcoming horse auc- 
tions. Using the telephone to query an auc- 
tion barn in Rock Hill. South Carolina she 
identified her horse by a prominent scar on 
the left hind leg. The police immediately 
impounded the horse until she could get 
there. 

“If you love a horse, it’s like having some- 
one kidnap your child,” she said. Gail Snider, 
an investigator for the American Horse Pro- 
tection Association, is less optimistic about 
finding three thoroughbred horses worth S 

60,000 that were stolen recently from a 
Brooklyn riding stable, or for two other 
thoroughbreds and a pony missing in New 
Jersey. 

For every horse that is reported stolen to 
authorities, horse experts believe, many 

others never get on the police blotter. She 

said. “There’ s no way we can get a handle on 

the problem.” 

The FBI operates a national crime infor- 
mation center — a computerized system link- 
ing authorities around the country — that 
includes a category for missing horses. 

But a recent check showed that only 26 
horses were entered ’into the computer last 
year and only three have been listed so far in 
1980. 

Part of the reason for the low number of 
horses is that the program is not well known 
among horse owners. Others said police 
departments assign horse theft a low priority. 
Penalties for horse rustling are rarely sub- 
stantial. In addition, only horses with an iden- 
tification number can be added to the compu- 
ter. Thoroughbreds do have a number tat- 
tooed on the inside of their lips. Most pleas- 
ure horses do not. 

In recent years several efforts have been 
made to improve horse identification. Sev- 
eral states, including Arizona and New Mex- 
ico, have set up their own identification prog- 
rams, but little progress has been made. An 
effort in California to set up a voluntary sys- 
tem to brand and identify horses for life for$ 
1 5 failed several years ago. 

“There’s no question about it” said Car- 
dinct of the California State Horseman's 
Association, “ We’li ne\ cr get a handle on the 
theft problem without an identification sys- 
tem.” Many within the industry are critical of 
the industry itself for not taking the lead in 
working out a solution. 

The American Horse Protection Associa- 
tion has launched a 10-month study as 
groundwork for a push for federal legislation 
to establish a national horse identification 
program. 

The study also focuses on the inhuman 
treatment of horses being shipped to slaugh- 
ter. There have been numerous instances of 
horses overcrowded on trucks, dying in 
transit for lack of care, an^being held at 
slaughterhouses for days without food and 
water.

Kuwait cuts oil output 


KUWAIT. April 1 (R) — Kuwait Tuesday 
announced it was cutting its daily oil produc- 
tion by 25 per cent and slashing by 75 percent 
the volume of crude oil sales to major West- 
ern buyers under new contracts. Kuwait 
News agency said. 

A Kuwait oil ministry spokesman told the 
agency that effective Tuesday the daily pro- 
duction of two million barrels would be 
reduced to 1.5 million barrels, as previously 
announced. 

The spokesman also said that the ministry 
had signed new contracts with Kuwait's main 
customers. British Petroleum (BP). Gulf Oil 
of the United States and Royal Dutch Shell. 

The new contracts were for a period of 
three years instead of the previous Five years, 
and they stipulated that half the volume of 
their crude oil allocation should be trans- 
ported in Kuwait tankers, according to the 
agency. 

The spokesman said under the new con- 
tract with BP. the company would take 
75,000 barrels of crude a day. plus a sup- 


Only U.S. oil 
use declines 


WASHINGTON. April 1 (AP) — The 
United States is the only one of the major 
industrial nations of the Western world to 
show a decrease in consumption of oil for the 
first eleven months of 1979. the American 
Petroleum Institute (API) said. 

API said oil consumption in the U.S. drop- 
ped two per cent during the first eleven 
months last year compared with a similar 
period in 197R. 

This is the latest period for which compara- 
tive figures are available. 

Tile figures for six other major industrial 
countries all show increases: Japan up 1 .9 per 
cent Canada 4. 7. per cent; France 3.2 per 
cent Italy 4.5 per cent; United Kingdom 1 .9 
per cent: and West Germany 3.2 per cent.

Kuwait's new contracts with BP. Shell and 
Gulf Oil are evidence of radical change in the 
pattern of world oil trading, at the expense of 
the major international oil companies, oil 
industry analysts in London said. 

OPEC countries like Kuwait, they said, are 
selling more of their oil to smaller indepen- 
dent oil companies, to state corporations in 
direct government- to-govemmen£ deals and 
on the “spot” market where crude not sold 
under contract is freely traded. 

Figures circulated within one oil major this 
year said that four years ago the “seven sis- 
ters” — Exxon. Shell. Mobil. Texaco, Stan- 
dard Oil of California, Gulf, and BP — 
bought 17-18 million barrels of oil a day from 
OPEC. 

Now the figure is down to about 12 million 
or less than two thirds of their needs. Gulf 
estimates its total foreign crude supply after 
April 1 could be less than half what it had 
awilable in 1 979. 

OPEC countries say they seek a greater say 
in the final destination of their oil and role in 
" downstream” refining shipping and pet- 
rochemical activities. 

London oil analysts said the majors' anxi- 
ety to have assured access to crude explains 
BPs readiness to pay a premium to Kuwait 
and the fact that Iran felt able to raise its 
official price from Tuesday by$ 2.50 a barrel 
to $33.50. 

The 25 per cent overall cut in Kuwaiti out- 
put coincides with production cuts by such 
other OPEC members as Venezuela and 
Libya. Together, these cuts are expected to 
reduce overall OPEC output from 30.7 bar- 
rels a day last year to below 29 million.

Arab airlines plan centralized 
computer reservation system 


BAHRAIN. April 1 (R) - Ten Arab 
airlines are setting up a central computer- 
ized reservation system in Bahrain to end 
their dependence on European and 
American airlines’ computers. 

The system, which will cost $30 to $40 
million and take two- and- a- half years to 
build, will initially handle reservations for 
the airlines? 10 million passengers a year. 
Later it will provide extra services such as 
computerized checking-in at airports. 

At present only Gulf Air, owned jointly 
by Bahrain. Qatar. Oman and the United 
Arab Emirates (UAE). has its own com- 
puter system. The other airlines — the 
national carriers of Saudi Arabia. Kuwait, 
Jordan, Lebanon, Syria, North and South 
Yemen and Libya — ail depend on links to 
computer services run by European and 
U.S. airlines. 

Gulf Air’s general trading manager. 
Adfl Dajani, said a committee will meet 
early this month to arrange a conference 
of all 10 airlines to launch the two com- 
panies which will run the system. 

The committee will also make a shortlist 
of companies which have made bids to 
construct the system, which has been 
under consideration for three years and 
has already cost $1 million in studies. 

The airlines will form a holding com- 
pany to own the system, in which each will 
probably have an equal share, and an 
operating company in which they will be 
represented according to their size and the 


amount they use the system. 

Saudi Arabia's national carrier Saudia 
is likely to be the biggest user, followed by 
Gulf Air. 

Iraqi Airways was involved in the pro- 
ject in its early stages but withdrew when 
Baghdad decided its own central compu- 
ter for government services would be 
enough for the airline's needs, Dajani 
said. 

Five of the airlines are also cooperating 
to buy the same aircraft and equipment so 
as to economize on storage of spare parts 
and gain the advantage of making bulk 
purchases from manufacturers. 

“Once you place an order for greater 
numbers you get a better rate, and 
exchanging views and studies improves 
technical knowledge,” Dajani said. 

Gulf Air and Saudia already have fleets 
of wide- bodies Lockheed Tristan and the 
Royal Jordanian Airline, Alia, has 
decided to order the plane. Dajani said. 

But Middle East Airlines (MEA) from 
Lebanon and Kuwait Airways, have not 
yet decided whether to buy the Tristar. 

Last year die airlines were reported to 
be planning to buy 25 to 30 long and 
medium-range planes to replace Boeing 
707 and 727 aircraft. 

The Tristar. Boeing 757, McDonnell 
Douglas DC- 10 and the European Airbus 
were all reported under consideration. 

The companies already operate closely 
on routes in the Middle East 


U.K. steel strike end possible 


LONDON, April 1 (AP) — Leaders d 
Britain's biggest steel unious were scheduled 
Tuesday to recommend that their 130,000 
men end a 13-week-old national strike, after 
an offer of a 15.9 per cent pay hike by the 
state-run British Steel Corp. (BSQ. 

The move raised hopes that the first 
national steel shutdown since the general 
strike of 1 926 could be over by Thursday. But 
some regional union leaders warned they will 
settle for nothing less than the 19.7 per cent 
bike they have been demanding. 

Strike leader Bill Sirs. General Secretary of 
the Iron and Steel Trades Confederation 
(ISTC), said Monday night that pension 
payments and other factors will boost the 


BSC offer to 17 per cent. 

“The difference is no longer sufficient to 
cany ou the strike," he said. 

But he and blastfuroacemen's union chief 
Hector Smith were expected to face a tough 
time in persuading the steel unions^ 61 -man 
negotiation committee to accept the new 
Offer, 

Scottish strike leader Fat Shevlin said he 
was “disappointed and amazed” at Sirs’ 
acceptance of the offer. Union organizers in 
Wales and northern England branded the 
offer “a load of rubbish.” 

The increase would boost BSC steelmen's

Government spending slashed 


WASHINGTON, April 1 (R) — President 
Jimmy Carter proposes to slash planned U.S. 
government spending on everything from 
defense on down in a drive to curb inflation 
and create a record $1 6.5 billion budget surp- 
lus. 

Unveiling the details of his ambitious 1 98 1 
budget-cutting blueprint Monday the presi- 
dent said such belt tightening is essential if 
the United States is to start controling its 
current 18 per cent annual inflation rate. 

Carter, who also said he expects a mild 
U.S. economic recession later this year, pre- 
dicted a fierce fight with Congress over 
spending cuts that are bound to be controver- 
sial in this election year. 

He vowed to veto any legislation that 
threatened his main goal of balancing the 


Australia, UAE 
sign agreement 


DUBAI, April 1 (R) — The United Arab 
Emirates (UAE) and Australia have signed a 
five-year agreement on economic and techni- 
cal cooperation, including exchange of goods 
and services, the official Emirates News 
Agency said. 

The agreement was signed by Australian 
Deputy Prime Minister and Trade minister 
Doug Anthony and the UAE Minister for 
Economy and Trade, Sheikh Sultan Bin 
Ahmed AJ-Muala. 

Under the agreement the two countries 
will expand trade and technical cooperation 
and give facilities to each other's companies, 
the agency said. 

Earlier Anthony met the ruler of Dubai 
and Vice-President of the UAE, Sheikh 
Rashid Bin Said AI-Maktoum, and visited 
Dubafs $1.3 billion aluminium smelter, 
which imports much of its raw materials from 
Australia. 

The balance of trade in 1 978 between the 
two countries favored the UAE. the news 
agency said. The UAE exported oil worth 
about $80 million to Australia and imported 
goods worth about $60 million in return. 

Anthony left Tuesday for Malaysia before 
returning home. The UAE is the last leg of a 
Gulf tour to promote trade which has taken 
him to Saudi Arabia, Qatar and Oman.

The two main surprises in his plan were 
that it would go even beyond the cost-curtiug 
targets he first outlined on March 14 and 
would extend into the area of defense spend- 
ing. 

By a combination of reduced spending and 
increased revenue collections. Carter’s 
revised 1981 budget would produce a $16.5 
billion surplus — one third bigger than the 
previous high of $ 1 2 billion recorded in 1 948 . 

When the president announced two weeks 
ago that he intended to remodel his original 
1981 budget proposel, he said he would aim 
for a $13 billion surplus. 

The original budget foresaw a$l 5.8 billion 
deficit. 

This one would finance $61 1.5 billion in 
spending with $628 billion in revenues, 
boosted partly by new fees on imported oil. 

The list of proposed spending reductions 
— totalling! 1 5 billion — included a$l billion 
cut in the amount originally intended to be 
spent on defense next year. 

The "savings would lower the overall 
defense budget to about $ 14 1 billion. They 
would be achieved by such means as reducing 
planned purchases of aircraft and other 
weapons and cutting back on military 
research. 1 

Many analysts had assumed that the heigh- 
tened concern for national security, brought 
about the Iran and Afghan crisis would put 
defense beyond the reach of the budget cut- 
ters. 

Examples of other proposed reducing 
included a $2.2 billion cut in anti- recession 
aid to states and dries, a real hot potato in an 
election year, potential reductions in gov- 
ernment worker pensions and delay in wel- 
fare reform plans.

One effect of playing weak 
two bids is that it may cause 
the opponents to bite off more 
than they can chew. Just as 
with most preemptive bids, 
weak twos are a challenge of 
. sorts to the enemy, who often 
overreach themselves 
because they overreact and 
bid a game or a slam that then- 
combined valnes do not 
warrant. 

Consider this deal from a 
team of four match. At the 
first table, the bidding went as 
shown and North-Sooth got ta 
three n otrum p with only 23 
higb-card points. However, 
declarer made the contract 


after West led the queen of 
spades and it turned out that 
East had the king of hearts. 

South scored nine tricks 
ransigting of one spade, three 
hearts and five dubs. And so. 
the effect erf West’s two spade 
bid was that North-South 
scored a game they almost 
surely would not have reached 
but for the weak two hid by 
West. 

Oddly enough the bidding 
went the same way at the 
secor-- table. But here the 
outcome was altogether 
different and North-South paid 
a severe penalty for their 
ambitious undertaking. 

West made the Inspired 
opening lead of a diamond and 
East-West thereupon chopped 
declarer to bits. East won the 
diamond lead with the Jack 
and returned a spade, taken 
by West with the jack 

West played another 
diamond, non by East with 
the queen, and East led 
another spade. As a result of 
these [days, East-West scored 
six spade tricks and three 
diamonds to put the contract 
down five — 500 points — a 
dreadful penalty to pay for a 
reasonable though ad- 
venturous contract. 

The lesson of the band lies 
not so much In demonstrating 
the advantage or disad- 
vantage of weak two bids as it 
does in the fine Judgment 
displayed by West at the 
second table in choosing what 
turned out to be the killing 
lead.

new custody plan 


TEHRAN. April 1 (AP) — Iranian Presi- 
dent Abolhassan Bani-Sadr said Tuesday he 
would take control of the American hostages 
if the U.S. government pledged to abstain 
from all hostile acts and propaganda against 
Iran until the hostages' fate is decided by the 
new parliament. There were conflicting 
reports about how the militants holding the 
hostages reacted to the pi? \ 

The National Broadcasting Company 
(NBC), an American network, quoted the 
militants as saying that, in accordance with 
Ayatollah Khomeini 1 s line, they would not 
surrender control of the captives until the 
new Iranian parliament meets. Canadian 
Press said a spokesman for the militants 
denied the NBC report but refused to say 
what the militants would do. 

President Jimmy Carter responded to the 
Bani-Sadr offer by deferring imposition of 
further sanctions against Iran. 

Angry shouts and bous from a throng of 
2UU.OOO Iranians greeted Bani-Sadr's 
announcement of the transfer offer, made at 
rally in Tehran celebraring the first anniver- 
sary of the Islamic Iranian republic. But 
Bani-Sadr tried to calm the crowd by saying: 
" I emphasize to you that the hostages will not 
be freed until the Shah is extradited..." 

Bani- Sadr's spec eh was preceded by a mes- 
sage from Khomeini, read by his son Ahmad, 
in which he castigated Carter and reaffirmed 
that the hostages would not be freed until the 
new Majlis is elected, meets and decides what 
to do with them. 

The parliament is not expected to get to the 
hostage crisis before midsummer. 

Khomeini's message referred to his 
regime's version — denied by Washington — 


of two messages Carter sent to the Iranian 
government last week and said: 

“Mr. Carter must realize that by sending 
the ousted Shah to Egypt, apologizing for 
past mistakes and confessing to America's 
treacheries against the oppressed nations, 
including Iran, and then asking me to find a 
solution for the espionage den (Khomeini's 
term for the U.S. embassy in Tehran), he is 
following the wrong path. 

"The solution of this problem cannot be 
dealt with by anyone but the noble Iranian 
nation and the Islamic Majlis, elected by the 
nation. He (Carter) must realize that his sup- 
port for the ousted Shah after so many crimes 
and great betrayals as well as so much plun- 
dering does not leave room for an honorable 
solution of the issue.” 

Khomeini made no mention of the prop- 
osal to transfer custody of the SO Americans 
in the embassy from the young militants who 
have been holding them since Nov. 4. But a 
spokesman for the Iranian Foreign Ministiy 
said on Monday that nothing would be done 
abouL the hostages unless the ayatollah 
approved it. 

Carter conferred Monday with his national 
security advisers about new retaliatory meas- 
ures if the Iranian government did not make 
concrete moves to resolve the crisis. He also 
met with congressional leaders, and one of 
them. Senator Bob Packwood, told reporters 
afterward: “Tomorrow (Tuesday) is the 
deadline, and tomorrow he will announce 
what he is going to do. I think he has decided 
in his own mind that tomorrow is the dead- 
line.” 

Bani-Sadr met Monday with representa- 
tives of the embassy militants in an apparent

attempt to pressure them into handing over 
the hostages. Since he was elected president 
in January, he has repeatedly attacked the 
embassy militants for their refusal to recog- 
nize his authority and that of the Revolutio- 
nary Council. 

Whenever a showdown came, however, 
Khomeini always backed the militants. This 
occurred last in early March, during the visit 
of a U.N. investigating co mmi ssion that was 
supposed to ease the crisis. The militants 
agreed to turn over their captives to the 
Revolutionary Council but then laid down 
conditions which the council and the U.N. 
panel rejected. The ayatollah endorsed the 
militants' demands. 


Historic cooperative venture 


U.S., Chinese to explore Yangtze 


SAN DIEGO. California. April 1 lLAT) 
— A U.S. government research vessel has 
begun a historic 20.000- mile journey to open 
a three-year marine environmental study, the 
first such cooperative venture between the 
United States and Communist China. 

One goal of this effort is to gain new 
insights into the forces that gave birth to 
ancient rivers that once drained onto sub- 
merged continents. 

When the 303-foot. 3.800-ton Oceanog - 
rapher steams up the Chang Jiang ( Yangtze) 
River in early June, the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration ship will be the 
first U.S. government vessel to enter Chinese 
waters in more than 30 years. 

American and Chinese oceanographers 
will spend about a month studying the cur- 
rents. sedimentation processes, marine geol- 
ogy and life forms along the broad continen- 
tal shelf of the East China Sea. 

The region is considered a unique natural 
laboratory in which to study the complex 
effects of large sedimenial discharges accord- 
ing to American scientists in the project. The 
scientists held a news conference here before 
the Oceanographer departed. 

The China visit lies at the end of a long 
trans- Pacific scientific voyage for the ship. 

Its first mission is to recover and replace 
dccp-sca data-gathering moorings near the 
junction of the equator and 1 1 0 degrees west 
longitude (more than 2.U00 miles off the 
South American coast), said to he a key loca- 


tion for long-term studies of the equatorial 
ocean’s influence on climate 

The first mission of the voyage, called 
Equatorial Pacific Ocean climate Studies 
(EPOCS). is pan of a broad effort to investi- 
gate the apparent link between changing sea 
surface temperatures at the equator and 
shifts in global weather and dimate, said Ants 
Leetraaa, chief sdentist of EPOCS. 

The Oceanographer will sail then for the 
Sulu Sea southwest of the Philippines, where 
U.S. and Filipino researchers will conduct a 
three-week study of large, slow sub-surface 
waves, called internal waves, that may be a 
force over continental shelves and seem to be 
caused primarily by tides and the interaction 
between waves and atomospheric distur- 
bances. 

According to John R. Apel, project direc- 
tor and head of the Pacific Marine Environ- 
mental Laboratory, similar waves have been 
spotted in New- York bay between New 
Jersey and Long Island by satellites. But, he 
said, the internal waves in the Sulu Sea 
“appear to be the latest and fastest ever 
observed." 

Apel said researchers will try to determine 
how such waves are generated and study their 
physical characteristics. 

From the Sulu Sea the Oceanographer will 
head for Naha. Okinawa, where the first 
group of Chinese Oceanographer will be 
waiting to board.

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Frank, administrator of the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration, provides a 
unique opportunity to study intense sedimen- 
tation in a shallow sea. 

“The sediment discharge of the Chang 
Jiang is large and the continental shelf of this 
estuary is one of the widest in the world " he 
said. "By studying the mechanisms of 
sedimentation in this area, we will gain an 
understanding of the processes — physical, 
chemical and geological — that have formed 
sediments in our own country and worldwide. 
Similar processes occur off the U.S. coast, but 
nowhere on a scale comparable to that in the 
East China Sea." 

■Rie river is the world’s fourth largest in the 
amount of sediment deposited in the ocean 
(about 500 million tons a year) and the third 
largest in terms of water discharge (7,500 
billion cubic meters annually), according to a 
spokesman for the U.S. -China marine sedi- 
ments study. 

The river, he said, also drains a region 
where the great drifting plates of continents 
collide, a process that may have played a role 
in the formation of ancient rivers. 

The researcher also will be studying the 
transfer of water and sediment from the river 
into the estuary and. in the estuary, they will 
measure the vertical distribution of tempera- 
tures. salinity, suspended particulates, dissol- 
ved nutrients and trace metals as well as cur- 
rent speed and direction. 

Much of the data collected by the Oceanog - 
rapher feeds directly from sensors into a large 
computer aboard the ship, permitting scien- 
tists to interpret the information instantane- 
ously. 

The upcoming China visit is the first of 
three phases of the project. The data 
gathered and joint research activities 
developed will shape the program's future 
expeditions. 

At least two such voyages are planned, one 
in summer, the other in late autumn or early 
winter, both 'taking into consideration the 
sharply different seasonal conditions of 
estuary-ocean behavior. 


LONDON. April I (AP) — The dollar 
soared on world foreign exchanges Tuesday, 
gaining nearly 3 marks in Germany and forc- 
ing Japan to turn to the Swiss Central Bank 
for support in defending the yen. 

Gold prices were little changed in quiel 
trading, while silver rose slightly. 

At die start of the trading day, the dollar 
leaped ahead in the Far East to cross the 
250- yen mark and dose at 253.65 yen, its 
highest level since OcL 21, 1977. It had 
dosed Monday at 249.75 yen. 

Dealers said the Bank of Japan spent an 
estimated $ 42 million trying in vain to stem 
the flow. 

As trading ended, a 1.5 billion Swiss franc 
swap agreement with the Swiss Central Bank 
was announced to bolster the yen. The 
agreement is worth nearly a billion dollars. 

When foreign exchanges opened in 
Europe, ihe dollar surged ahead, following 
Monday’s sharp gains. 

Dealers continued to cite the high level of 
U.S. interest rates — nearly 20 per cent — as 
the magnet attracting foreigners to the dollar, 
which is at its highest levels for two years 
against most currencies. 

This outweighs any political uncertainties, 
one London dealer said, although he noted 
that the dollar’s advance was slowed by 
Tuesday s news from Tehran that there would 
be no immediate transfer of hostages from 
the besieged U.S. embassy. 

The dollar is still far below the levels it held 
for most of the post- World War 11 era until 
mounting U.S. trade deficits and inflation 
caused the world financial community to 
question the health of the American 
economy and power of the dollar. 

Meanwhile, London's big five bullion 
houses fixed the morning gold price at $ 
501.50 a troy ounce, down from$ 507.50 at 
Monday’s close. In Zurich, the metal sold for 
$ 500.50, up from $ 497. Earlier, gold drop- 
ped $ 16.45 in Hong Kong to dose at $ 
495.97. 

Silver was trading in London at$ 14.50 an 
ounce, up from$ 13.75 late Monday but still 
searching for a settled level after its panicky 
crash from a mid-January peak around $ 50. 
The sharp fall in silver prices forced the Hunt 
brothers, guardians of the vast H. L. Hunt 
Texas oil fortune, to scramble for cover, hav- 
ing accumulated a hoard of some 200 mil- 

lion ounces on margin account. 

They have turned over valuable Alaskan 
oil holdings and put up Eurocurrency bonds, 
backed by silver, to raise cash to cover their 
dramatic losses.

Tito’s condition 


said unchanged 


BELGRADE, April 1 (AP) — President 
Josip Broz Tito's doctors said Tuesday his 
condition remained essentially unchanged on 
the 82nd day of his hospitalization. 

Their report marked the end of a second 
consecutive week during which no deteriora- 
tion was reported in die condition of the 
gravely ill 87-year-old Yugoslav president. 

“The health condition of President of the 
Republic Josip Brioz Tito is without signific- 
ant changes compared to the previous day," 
the doctors said in a brief advisory. 

“ Intensive treatment continues,” they said 
initfae bulletin. 

Tito was suffering from kidney failure, 
heart weakness, pneumonia and a tendency 
toward bleeding — all complications which 
developed after the Jan. 20 amputation of his 
left leg.

The English saying “ Once bitten twice 
shy ” has a Lebanese equivalent : *“ Wary 
of a rope, bitten by a snake." This was the 
excuse muttered sheepishly by a colleague 
here recently, while we were sitting 
around a huge load of timber crashed 
down a building site nearby. We weren’t 
much startled. That is, except die col- 
league. A man of imposing build and 
fierce aspect, he startled us more than the 
sound of the crash itself by jumping out of 
his chair and rushing out of the building. 
“Bitten by a snake, " he said on returning. 
He had just been to Beirut and bad had 
enough near misses to last a lifetime. 

The men's sudden loss of nerve 
reminded me of an editor I served under 
long ago in Beirut when the world was 
younger. 

In Beirut of those days, a relation of 
mutual trust and understanding existed 
between journalists bad bombers. They 
bombed us regularly” It was their living, 
as it was our living to constantly displease 
this or that side of the politiiaJ divide, 
who, rather than bother to answer us in 
kind, normally contacted their local 
bomber to make the point for diem. 
“ Sorry. Ail booked up for the moment. 
Can't blast the Daily Twaddle for yon until ' 
next Thursday. ") And they were nice. 
They bombed us only in the very late 
hours of the night when no one was 
around to suffer injury. Or during working 


hours but using a very small charge so that 
we all, and with monotonous regularity 
“miraculously escaped injury." 

That editor was a holy terror. We junior 
subs feared him more than all the bombers 
put together. A speciality of his was to go 
around after each bombing, accusing us all 
of losing our nerve when all we should 
think about was the honor of our trade. 
“Death" he would roar. ““death but not 
dishonor!" 

We soon noted that it was no wonder 
our man was so brave. He never was there 
long enough to be bombed. He used to 
storm in. insult everyone in right and 
storm out again to dine with this ambas- 
sador or party with that potentate. One 
day. however, our bomber got bombed us 
during the daytime, and placed a charge 
large enough to shatter the window glass. 
More importantly, he caught our editor 
just as he came in. 

And that frightened ogre, I am happy to 
report, went to tiny little pieces. He 
screamed, then ran out of the building, 
then ran back in, then fainted. That made 
our day as we tended to our bruises anc 
mopped up the damage. “Death." wc 
crackled, "but not dishonor." 

The bomber phoned anonymously to 
say that he hoped all was well, that next 
time the charge would be so small wc 
probably wouldn't feel it. He was sur- 
prised when we dismissed all apologies 
and tendered our thanks.

Mugabe snubs East Bloc 


SALISBURY. April 1 ( R) - Prime Minis- 
ter Robert Mugabe has left four East Bloc 
countries off his list of states invited to attend 
Zimbabwe' s independence of celebrations on 
April 16. 

A British spokesman said Mugabe’s list did 
not include East Germany, Poland. Hungary 
and Czechoslovakia, although the Soviet 
Union, Bulgaria and Romania are invited. 

Mugabe received little support from east 
European countries during his armed strug- 
gle to overthrow the white administration 
which ruled the rebel British colony. The 
Soviet Union supplied weapons and advisers 
to Mugabe and Joshua Nkomo, his partner in 
the Patriotic Front alliance. 

There was no comment from Mugabe’s 
headquarters on why the four countries speci- 
fically had been omitted. 


In East Berlin, East Germany would 
comment on its ommission from the list 
Western diplomats said it was being take:
